There  is  one  poultry  processing  pronises  within  the 
district  with  a thi’oughput  of  approximately  1^,000  birds 
per  week. 

The  number  of  slaughtermen  liconsed  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  eighty  and  the  nuiiber  of  visits  made  in  connection 
with  food  inspection  was  132. 

There  are  now  no  bakers  and/or  confectioners  in  the  • 
area.  206  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  of  all  kinds.. 
Only  minor  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
in  a very  few  cases  wore  found,  and  those  were  satisfact- 
orily dealt  with  by  iiiformal  action,  no  legal  proceedings 
being  necessary, 

oixy-throo  premises  were  rogistcrod  for  the  sale  of 
ice  cream  and  throe  for  the  manufactur.e  of  ice  cream  - all 
using  the  hot-mix  method  of  production.  All  the  promises 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Seventy- three  samples  of  ice  cream  wore  submitted  to 
the  laboratory  for  examination,  6 of  which  proved 
unsatisfactory  to  -the  tests  carried  out.  Routine  visits 
wore  made  to  ice  cream  premises  in  addition  to  those 
visits  when  sampling  was  carried  out.  ’ . 

Five  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
preserved  foods  and  all  are  satisfactory.

Under  Regulation  20  of  the  Ililk  and  Dairies  (General 
Regulations,  1959 j three  notices  were  served  requiring 
pasteurisation  of  milk  founu  to  be  infected  with  brucella 
organisms 5 and  two  notices  \;ere  withdrawn. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Hogulations,  1925* 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year. 

Four  inspections  were  made  of  mobile  food  traders 
vehicle  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Factories, 

There  were  58  factories  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  18  inspections  vjere  made.  No  notices 
were  required  to ‘be  sorv6d. 
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Sanitary  Acconmodation  and  Sewarxc  Disposal. 


During  the  year  throe  pail  closets  were  converted  to 
waterclosets.  There  are  very  few  nidclens  left  in  the 
district  and  there  are  no  trough  closets  or  waste  water 
closets.  The  nuriber  of  pail  closets  remaining  is  estimated 
to  be  186,  and  the  number  of  dwellings  not  on  a water 
carriage  system  to  be  the  same,  - 


The  Council  operates  sewage  treatjient  works  in  the 
Parishes  of  Bryning-with-lJ  rton^  llibby-with-l/rea^ 

Staining  5 Blswick^  1/eeton  and  Bewton-with -Clifton,  A 
joint  sewage  works  at  Freckleton  deals  with  the  sewerage 
from  Kirldiai'i  Urban  District  and  the  Parish  of  Mcdlar-with- 
VJesham. 

The  works  at  Wrea  Green,  Staining,  Elswick  and  v/eeton 
are  all  post-war  developments  and  treatment  consist  of 
screening,  sedimentation,  biological  filtration,  and  humus  - 
tanks  with  final  discharge  to  adjacent  watercourses.  The 
works  at  Uarton  and  Freckleton  provide  tank  treatment  only, 
with  no  filtration,  and  discharge  to- brooks. 

During  the  year  a sewerage  scheme  for  the  hamlet  of 
Thistleton  was  completed,  and  connected  to  the  Flswick 
sewage  works.  This  leaves  Singleton  and  Little  Eccleston 
which  have  not  a proper  system  of  sew'crage.  It  is 
hoped  that  a scheme  for  Little  Eccleston  will  be 
commenced  in  1972*  ■

The  es bablishoent  at  the  end  of  the  year  consisted  ofj 
two.  Eagle  Crushload  50  cu,yd.  roar  conpressor , three

cu.yd,  rear  corapressorj  and  one  harrier  13  cu.yd,  fore  and

A further  120  houses  were  built  but  again  no  increase  of 
staff  was  necessary  and  tl)e  bonus  schouo  continued  to 
operate  satisf ac3torily  both  fron  the  Council’s  and  the 
ratepayers  points  of  view.

Moveable 

There  were  97  sites  in  the  area  used  for  canping 
and  caravanning  purposes  during  1971#  At  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  in  operation  6 sites  licensed  under 
Section  269  of  the  Public  .Health  /ict,  1936,  and  75 
licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Developnent 
Act,  1960,  A few  other  sites  were  used  temporarily  by 
tented  campers. 

The  nuaber  of  caravans  concerned  in  the  sites 
licensed  under  the  i960  Act. was  2,670,  and  of  these  488 
were  permanently  occupied.  No  progress  was  made  towards 
provision  being  made  for  touring  caravanners.
